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logical research. Currently, the archaeology de- 
partment of the University of Cape Town is the 
only place in Africa offering this specialization 
as part of its curriculum, and several research 
projects affilitated with the university have been 
carried out. These include a survey of historical 
shipwrecks around Robben Island, as part of a 
cultural-resource management program, and the 
first scientific underwater excavation in the 
southern African region. The ongoing excavation 
of the Dutch East India Company ship Oosterland 
(1697) in Table Bay not only serves to collect 
and analyze historical and archaeological infor- 
mation, it is also used as a teaching project 
where students and interested sport divers are in- 
structed in aspects of fieldwork. In addition, the 
Oosterland project sets a standard for future 
involvement in the exploration of the non- 
renewable resource represented by historical 
shipwrecks.
